torney General Harlan F. Stone 
to the United States Supreme 
Court appeared at the point of 
collapse today as the senate judi­ 
ciary committee met to approve 
the appointment for the second 
time. 
Two factions of the senate 
which opposed Stone’s appoint­ 
ment in secret sessions early 
last week, were agreed to permit I 
his elevation after publicly an-; 
nouncing their reasons for block-1 
ing his confirmation for the last j 
month. 
Although the fight on I 
Stone was based on criticism of 
his legal record, it was virtually 
abandoned 
when 
his 
critics 
* learned that a majority of the 
senate favored his promotion. 
With early confirmation of Stone 
conceded, the same groups were ex­ 
pected to resume their fight against 
the appointment of Charles B. W arren 
ot Detroit, to the attorney generalship. 
W arren’s appointment was reviewed i 
by a judiciary subcommittee, headed j 
by Senator Borah, R epublica^ of Ida- < 
ho, which rendered a report “without i 
recommendation.’’ It was rumored that j 
W arren’s appointment might be re- j 
jected.

The fight against Stone ended when i 
Senators Borah and Walsh, Democrat (• 
of Montana, announced they would no j 
longer oppose his confirmation. They j 
had charged Stone with “persecuting” j 
Senator Burton K. W heeler, Democrat 
of Montana, by seeking to indict the 
latter in the District of Columbia, on | 
virtually the same evidence that re- | 
suited in the senators indictment l \ 1 
Montana last year.

Many people “catch cold” every 
month in the year, and often two 
or three times a month. 
Very 
few get off with less than three 
colds a year; so that an annual 
average of five 
catarrhs 
would 
probably 
be 
an 
under-estimate. 
For the United States alone that 
would give us a yearly aggregate 
of three hundred 
and 
fifiy-flve 
million “colds.” 
That such facilities for investi­ 
gation have failed to correct the 
errors of our exegetical theory is 
surely a striking proof 
how 
ex­ 
clusively our dealings with discase 
have been limited to the endeavor 
of suppressing the symptoms,* in­ 
stead of ascertaining and removing 
the cause. 
For, as a test of our 
unbiased faculty of observation the 
degree of that, failure would lead 
to 
rather 
unpronounceable 
con­ 
clusions. 
What should we think 
of the scientific acumen of a trav­ 
eler who, after a careful examina­ 
tion 
of 
the 
available 
evidence, 
should persist in maintaining that 
mosquitoes are engendered by frost 
and exterminated by sunshine? 
In all civilized countries of the 
colder latitudes, catarrhs are fre­ 
quent in winter and early spring, 
and less frequent in midsummer; 
hence the inference that catarrhs 
are caused by cold weather and 
can be cured by warm air. 
Yet of the two fallacies, the mos­ 
quito theory would on the whole, 
bo the less preposterous mistake, 
for it is true that long droughts, 
by parching out the swamps, may 
sometimes 
reduce 
the 
mosquito 
plague, 
but 
no 
kind 
of 
warm 
weather will mitigate a catarrh, 
while the patient persists in doing 
what thousands never cease to do 
the year round, namely to expose 
their lungs, night after night, to 
the vitiated, sickening atmosphere 
of 
an 
unventilated 
bedroom. 
“Colds" are, 'indeed less frequent 
In midwinter than at the beginning 
of spring. 
Frost is such a power­ 
ful disinfectant that in very cold 
nights 
the 
lung-poisoned atmos­ 
phere of few houses can resist its 
purifying influence; 
in 
spite of 
padded doors, in spite of ''weather­ 
strips" and it reduces the indoor 
temperature

dead and can know nothing of this 
belated appreciation. 
I love my first editions because I 
love the man who has struggled, suf­ 
fered, hungered and expressed his 
soul while dipping his pen in his life 
Woad. 
Mo other writer or artist can 
be great. 
Today I bought a little book by 
George Gissing—just, a few stories 
that were sold to The Chicago Tri­ 
bune over a quarter of a century ago 
for just enough to buy a few dry pea­ 
nuts that life might be sustained! 
No, the stories are not very good but 
lovers of this great writer want to 
own everything that he wrote because 
he touched their hearts and their 
love of beauty. 
The single edition of 
this little volume will be quickly sold 
for enough money to have well sus­ 
tained its author for an entire year. 
Gissing isn’t hungry now! 
But we, 
who love the beautiful and the sweet 


in nature and human hearts, are hun­ 
gry for all that he wrote—both good 
and bad. 
Lafcadio Hearn stood in a lonely 
place in New Orleans nearly half a 
century ago meditating suicide. 
He 
speculated as to the particular tort 
of a gun with which to snuff out his 
life. 
"But,” thought he, "if I had the 
money for a revolver I would spend 
it for food and wouldn’t kill m yself!”

Miami Valley Is splashed all over 
w ith th e romance of a cco m p lish m en t. 
She has taken to her arms, held in 
her laD and mothered s o m e ‘ of the 
country's biggest men and most im­ 
portant enterprises. 
Some of these 
men have been hers by birth, comd 
by adoption. 
Dayton. Springfield. Xenia, Middle­ 
town. Piqua—all belong in the pic­ 
ture—all have contributed to Miami's 
fame and glory. 
Tho Wright brothers. Wilbur and 
Orville, native sons of the Valley, in­ 
vaded the kingdom of birds by giving 
wings to man. 
John H. Patterson, another native 
son, who. after completing his educa­ 
tion at Dartmouth College, and act­ 
ing as toll collector on the Miami 
canal and then a coal operator, found 
here, forty odd years ago, a crude 
contrivance, for tallying sales that 
business men thought was a Joke and 
nobody wanted to buy. but out of 
which he built the greatest industrial 
plant of its kind in the world. 
Dayton 
has 
its 
Kettering, 
its 
Deeds, its Smith, 
its 
Haswell; 
its 
Dayton Engineering Laboratories, its 
Delco Light, its General Motors, its 
Malleable Iron, its banks, its depart­ 
ment stores, its towering buildings. 
Springfield has its General Warren 
Kelfer one of the civil war’s most 
famous generals, who, still an active 
member of the bar. has now entered 
upon the ninetieth year of his cele­ 
brated career. 
Xenia holds a conspicuous place in 
Miami Valley history as well as in 
the history of the great State of Ohio. 
So do Middletown and Pique and 
Miamisburg—the 
entire 
Valley 
1s 
written large in history, and deserv­ 
edly so. 
But its fame is not. all due 
to 
industrialists 
and 
industrial 
achievement, nor yet to its great in­ 
dustrial centers, modernized and up 
to date, as they are. 
Antioch college, located in the lit­ 
tle village of Yellow Springs, mid­ 
way between Xenia and Springfield. 
is doing more today to attract atten­ 
tion to Miami Valley and add to its 
glory and fame than all the rest of 
Miami’s institutions combined.

Morgan is. 
He is the engineer who , 
dammed the floods of destruction for 
Miami Valley, 
following 
the 
great 
flood of 191?,. and is now opening 
wid#» the floodgates of Opportunity 
to the young men and young women 
of this country, thereby bringing to 
Miami Valley a greater prestige and 
glory than ever before in its roman­ 
tic history. 
,In 
education 
as in 
engirrlring, 
Morgan believed there comes a time 
when precedent 
can 
be 
profitably 
cast into the discard. 
Morgan is a 
seer and a searcher after the new, 
as well as an adapter of the worth­ 
while things of the past. 
Finding 
that Dean Schneider of the Cincin­ 
nati 
University 
had 
successfully 
worked out 
a 
plan 
of 
alternating 
study with work for students in the 
engineering department of the Uni­ 
versity, 
Morgan, 
seeing 
no reason 
w’hy the plan shouldn’t successfully 
work for all students of Antioch as 
well as for a selected few, Immed­ 
iately set about blazing new trails in 
the educational wilderness. 
And the 
reyes of the educational world are 
now turned towards Antioch. 
His mind made up with regard to 
the plan, or preliminary specifics 
tion, Morgan, being a purposer as 
well as an engineer, propounded to , 
himself this question: Why not make ; 
Antioch a clearing house for indus­ 
try to draw against when in need of , 
fresh material masculine or feminine, 
which will give it experience plus 
vulture instead of culture minus ex- ( 
perience? 
Then he began to erect signposts I 
along the highways of observation 
which would intelligently inform all

emic habit of divorcing thought and 
action tends to make thought sterile 
and action unintelligent. 
Both kinds 
of ability can be developed simultan­ 
eously. 
Thought is valuable only if 
it is wise. 
Antioch undertakes the 
co-ordinated 
development 
of 
both 
these faculties.” 
This was all fine. 
But there were 
other problems, grave and important, 
to be considered in this revolutionary 
idea of educating students by alter­ 
nating five weeks of cultural training 
with five weeks of actual employment 
in which a triangle of interests must 
be 
harmonized—the 
employer, the 
student, the college. 
Antioch Is a college, liberal, elec­ 
tive, co-educational. To keep students 
interested and satisfied, and at the 
"amp time give them what they come 
to college to get, is one thing. 
To 
find suitable employment is another 
thing 
To satisfy the requirements 
of the employer, without entailing a 
loss of unreasonably disturbing ordi­ 
nary routine, is a third important 
problem. 
To do all this and at Ihe 
same time maintain the prestige of 
Antioch as the high-class educational 
institute Horace Maim intended it to 
be Is perhaps the biggest problem 
of all.

We have spent days and nights at 
Antioch. 
We have sat In on Faculty 
conferences. 
We have observed the 
students in their classrooms, in and 
about the college and on the campus, 
We have visited the men’s dormitory 
and the women's dormitory at times 
when, so far as we know, visitors 
were not expected. 
We have lunched 
with the students at their own cafe- 


' terla and coffeehouse, operated and 
managed by students. 
We have in­ 
terviewed students as well as mem­ 
bers of the Faculty. 
We have been 
Interested listeners in on discussions, 
that have 
taken 
place 
within 
our 
sight and hearing, between students 
only, and between students and mem- 
.hers of the Faculty. We have visited 
'the Antioch Men’s Club and the Anti­ 
och Girl’s Club of Dayton at times

I not expected, and we have interview­ 
ed both men and women students at 
their club homes as well aa while 
they were on their Jobs.

It is the moral force that 
governs the fellowship and contacts,

; college and In their Club homes in 
Dayton and Springfield. 
And with it 
all there is a wholesome freedom in 
their fellowship, and a spirit of give 
and 
take, 
that 
is inspiring and de­ 
serving 
of conscientious 
emulation 
anywhere 
and 
everywhere 
where 
mal© and female of the species are 
drawn together. 
Because of all this, and of other 
considerations, 
we 
have 
declared 
that 
Antioch 
College 
is a mighty 
magnet that is drawing the attention 
of the world to Miami Valley, both 
as a moral influence and as a moulder 
of practical men and women. 
Let 
rn© go further and declare that Its in­ 
dustrial value to this community may 


be likened to a pearl without price.

In 
the group, also, Is one, a teacher of 
domestic science at the college from 
Iowa, not a member of the student 
body, and not, a member of the club, 
because only students who work at 
Dayton are eligible as members. 


These young ladies, with a chaper­ 
one, live at their club for five weeks, 
two of them managing its business 
affairs, and then return to the college 
for five weeks, diJHng which time 
their alternates, ready to pick up the 
Jobs where they leave off, take pos­ 
session of the Club house, as mem­ 
bers, and make It their home for five 
weeks, under a chaperone, two of 
their number in turn, as manager 
and assistant, managing the Club's 
business affairs during their period 
of occupancy. 
The Club members make their own 
rules and 
regulations. 
In 
harmony 
with the Constitution of the Associ­ 
ated Students 
of 
Antioch 
College, 
which is in reality the Student Gov­ 
ernment, one paragraph of which we 
quote: 
"Antioch's standards of honorable 
behavior are not to be offended in de­ 
tail. 
It is understood that they in­ 


clude attitude 
and 
conduct 
at 
all 
times becoming to a man and woman 
of sound morals and good taste, and 
that they include respect toward ex­ 
isting regulations of the college ad. 
ministration and of the student gov­ 
ernment.”
